It isa good 
plan to try new kinds of fish 
whenever there is opportunity 
and, if they are not available in 
the local market to suggest to 
the ftishman that he add the:n 
to his supply. Also, if fresh fish 
cannot be obtained, many kinds 
of sult. smoked and canned fish 
ean be shipped anywhereany at 
any season of the year. 

“Whenever possible, it is 
best. to go to the office and se- 
lect fish. A fresh fish has full, 
bright eyes, bright red _ gills, 
firm flesh and a fresh odor, 

The flesh along the backbone 
should be examined with 
special care, because that is 
where a fish spoils first. 

“Frozen fish should be 
bought in) that condition and 
thawed out in a cool place be- 
fore cooking. Much of the preju- 
dice against frozen fish has 
come from the fact that 1t was 
thawed out some time before it 
was sold. Fish does not’) change 
in flavor and food value so jong 
as itvemains frozen, but it 
spoils very quickly after it 1s
